New Delhi, the 24 th July 1971 

8.R.O. 294. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 184 of the Navy 
Act, 1957 (02 of 1957), the Central Government hereby makes the following regula- 
tions further to amend the Navy (Pension) Regulations, 1904, namely: — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Navy (Pension) Fourth Amendment 
Regulations, 1971. 

(2) They shall come Into force at once. 

2. In the Navy (Pension) Regulations, 1964 (hereinafter referred to as the said 
regulations) — 

(1) in regulation 22,— 

(a) In the Table, under the heading “(a) General List Officers” In column 
1, after the item "Commander” and the entries relating thereto in 
columns 2 and 3, the following item and entries shall be inserted, 
namely:—

(c) The following Explanation shall be inserted at the end, namely:— 

“Explanation. — The service pension of Rear Admiral shall not be less than 
the pension which would have been admissible to him as a Captain 
having rendered service for five years or over in the rank, had he 
not been promoted Rear Admiral.” 

(2) For regulation 38 of the said regulations, the following regulation shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“38. Rank for assessment of service element. — The service element of dis- 
ability pension of an officer shall be assessed, at the option of the 
officer, -on the substantive rank or the highest paid acting rank, as 
the case may be, held by him on 

(i) the date of retirement from servlei- on account of a disability; or 

(11) the date on which he sustained the wound or Injury or was first 
removed from duty on account of the disease causing his disable- 
ment; or 

(iii) if he rendered Irutber service and suffered aggravation of hia disabili- 
ty during and as a result of such service, the date of later removal 
from duty on account of the disability. 

Explanation 1. — In no case, shall the service element of disability pension 
be assessed on a rank lower than that of a Lieutenant. 

Explanation 2- — Th service element of disability pension of Rear Admiral 
shall not he less than the pension which would have been admis- 
sible to him as a Captain having rendered service for five years or 
over in the rank, had he not been promoted Rear Admiral."
